In cases of gout, neuralgia and rheu- 
matism poultices of fresh tobacco 
leaves hav. long Leen’ emplicyed to 
give relief. A concentrated solution 
of tobacco is said to be goc - for dan-| 
druff, ringworm, etc. ‘The tobace> has 
been used to destroy parasites in vine- 
yards and orchards, and as a ckin dis- 
eases for cattle, and the actual anti- 
septic value of tobacco with regard to 
both vetebrates and inferior creatures, 
has been amply demonstrated. , 

Tobacco smoke sérv.s to retard c: 
atrest the development of certain 
pathological bacteria, which soon die 
in the tiny cag? in which ‘they are 
placed if a puff of tobacco smoke be 
Injected therein. It seems to act up- 
on them as an anasthetic, exactly as 
do the vapors oi ether atid chloro 
form. | 

An Italian physiologist, claims:.to 
have proved that smoking not only in- 
creases the flow of the sallza (which 
probably explains the uneasiness -of 
smokers after eating until they are 
able to indulge in a pipe or cigar) but 
also sterilizes it. . He also declares 
that tobacco never causes inflamma- 
tion of the mouth, and tonztue. His 
conclusions were brilliautly confirmed 
by the experiments of Prof. Wencke 
of the Imperial Institute of Berlin dur- 
ing the recent epidemic of cholera, at

It is the same 


when you press the trigger of a gun 

r pistol. In fact that is really a bet- 
ter explanation of thunder than the 
paper bag experimént because it has 
all ‘the elements that cause thunder. 
Tho spark caused by the cap causes 
the ignition of the powder, forming a 
gas which pushes the bullet out of the 
barrel of the gun and when gas comes 
in contact with the atr, it makes a 
roaring, crackling sound trying to get 
through, because the- pressure of the 
gas is greater than the air. 

The thunder therefore, is the result 
of the lightning. 

Now, what is lightning? 

We don’t know. Nobody knows. 
We know that it is electricity—which 
is another way of saying we don’t 
know because we don’t know what 
electricity is. But we do have a gen- 
eral idea of what lightning does to 
make the thunder. There is electric- 
ity in the air all the time. Sombt- 
times we feel it more than we do at 
others—or at least we are more cons- 
cious of it being there at one time 
than at another. This is due to the 
condition of the atmosphere. If a 
good breeze is blowing and the mix- 
ture of water and gas and dust that 
we call alr is kept stirring we don’t 
feel the electricity much. 

But if thero is not much of a breeze 
the air feels heavy and oppressive and 
seems to be filled with moisture. - It 
is. (It is filled with tiny part:cles of 
water. we call droplets which, when 
in large groups are rain clouds and 
when these clouds run into a coo! stra- 
ta of air they ccndense and form rain 
drops. 

These droplets are curious: things— 
curious because they are so small. It 
takes 800 trillion of them to make one 
drop of rain. And it is in the making 
of the drops of rain that the lightning 
comes. The surface of every droplet 
is covered with, electricity. This 
brings out another curious fact. When 
you take two balls of the same size 
and make one ball of them you find 
that the surface of the one big ball is 
really smaller.that the sum of the 
surface of the two original balls. So 
that when the 3800 trillion droplets 
form the single drop of rain there is 
an enormous amount of electricity left 
over after the surface of the rain drop 
{s covered as full as it will hold. 

This great excess has got to go 
somewhere’ else.. Whenever there 
seems to be 2 good place for it to go 
—to another rain cloud or to the earth 
a lot of these electrical particles get 
together and making a sudden break 
for it making a lightning flash. They 
go through the air so fast they heat it 
considerably. 

The heat causes the air to expand, 
to become greater ‘in volume than it 
was originally and this volume of air 
—just like the gas in the gun barrel 
or the alr in the bag when you hit it 
—has got to distribute itself over the 
almosphere and it starts doing so with 
a roar and a bang when the gas is 
shot out of the gun barrel and when 
the compressed afr fs released from 
the' paper bag. 

That is what thunder is.

Reubens’ Descent fro: t!e Cross; al- 
so portraits of the royal family: | - 

An ex-member of the. Scottisl Acad- 
emy was for some time an inmate of 
Carlisla workhouse. While there he 
painted several landscapes which now 
brighten thé walls of the workhouse 
hospital. - . 

The Wirrall guardians had a most 
troublesome inmate until he ‘turned 
his attention to wood carving. Among 
other things he made -an exquisitely 
carv@l and polished oak tray. An- 
other man in the’ same workhouse 
made a salt-cellar from a, salmon tin 
and a piece of troken glass, and an 
artistic flower vase out of e soda wa- 
ter bottle and bent ironwork. 

Many clever musicians find their 
way to the workhouse. For several 
years an inmate of the Dudley work- 
house flayed the organ at all the ser- 
vices held there. 

In Chelsca workhouse there used to 
be a paupers’ néwspaper called The 
Searchlight. It was in the form. of 
four closely written pages of fool- 
cap. 

Ernest Stockdale, a blind ininate of 
Windsor workhouse, was pald $15 by 
a London publisher for ten hymns he 
had writ:on. 

An inmate of Newington workhouse 
certainly had an eye for business. Af- 
ter residing there six years he suc- 
ceeded in accumulating. $42, being 
made up of pennies, which he earned 
by writing letters for other inmates, 
the charge being one penny a letter. 

Quite recently a clever sculptor was 
discovered im th» Sout.wark work- 
house. He made a five-foot lectern 
for use in the workhcuse chapel. Al- 
though made of reugh yellow deal full 
ot knots and cracks, it is a splendid 
plece of work. It is surmounted by 
an eagle with. outstretched pinions. 
The bird revolves on a carved. pedes- 
tal. The panels of the pedestal are 
works of aft in themselv s. . One de- 
picts an angel arising from the ground 
with a child, another an ancel pointl g 
heavenward. The same man also 
fashioned quite a number of small ant- 
mals which he cclored and stained in 
close imitation of the natural objects, 
and he is very clever with crayons, 
for he drew a peacock on one of the 
walls, every feather of which is beau- 
tifully colored with surprising natural- 
ness. 


Czar Paul’s Little Whim 

The law that bare the succession of 
women to the throne of Russia is 
comparatively modern. But for this 
law the eldest daughter of the Czar 
might succeed her fa’her, or apy of 
his daughters in natural orJer, failing 
the succession of the little Czarevitch, 
Catherine, the Great, beloved of her 
people, died after wearing the imper- 
perial crown for 34 years.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest 
Land Regulations. 


HE sole head ofa family, or any male 
over 18 years old, may homestead a 


quarter-section of available Dominion land in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. The 
applicant must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Ageney or Sub-Agency for 
the District. Entry by proxy may be made 
at. the office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands, not sub-agent, on certain conditions 

Daties--Six months residence upon and 
cultivation of the land in each of three years, 
A homesteader may live within nine miles of 
his homestead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A hubitable house is 
required in ovéry case, except when residence 
is performed in the vicinity, 

In certain districts a homesteader in good 
standin may pre-empt a quarter-section 
along-side his homestoad . Price $3 per acre, 
Duties---Six months residence in each of slz 
years from date of homestead entry, includ- 
ing the time required to earn homestead 
patent. and 50 acres extra cultivation. The 
area of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector for patent.

1841. 

It is evident that these initials are 
those of Sir George Simpson and Lis 
guide, James Roland. The use of the 
Latin ‘J,’ or the-modern le ter ‘L,’ is 
thought to signify that the carvin 
Was executed by Siz George himself. 
The year 1841 is that in which. the 
famous explorer made his trip through 
the Rockies, choosing the ‘pass which 
has been named after uim. 

The carving is well preserved. The 
fact that the tree had fallen with 
that side to the ground had sufficed to 
protect the lettering against the wea- 
ther. .Mr. Brewster had the half sec- 
tion of the tree containing the script 
remvuved and taken. to his home. The 
face has been covered with varnish 
in order to preserve as well as possl- 
ble the only known trace cf that fa- 
mous' round the world passage, 

Mr. Gibbon was apprised of Mr. 
Brewster's find while he was at Banff 
a few days ago, throu, his efforts 
to locate records of David Thompson. 
geographer, in the early days of the 
west, to the North W-st Trading Co., 
the great rival of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company. ile had been referred to 
Mr. Brewster, and while questioning 
the latter atout the trails used by 
Thompson in his explorations, was 
shown the half section of timber bear- 
ing the inscription described above. 
The inscription is now being photo- 
graphed so that sopies may be depcs- 
ited .at Ottawa and the museums of 
various historical societies. 

The life of the veteran king of fur 
traders is one of the most pictures- 
que in Canadian history. It is the 
story of a man cf definite convictions, 
of unremittant vigor, of firm loyalty, 
and where it concerned the govern- 
ment of those under him, stern jus- 
tice. He came to the north west in 
1820 to take charge of the affairs of 
the Hudson Bay company. By the 
time of the Papineau rebellion of 1837- 
88 he had so shown his ability to man- 
age a great concern as to have assum- 
med practically complete control of 
that company, and had takei up head- 
quarters at Lachine, visiting .Fort 
Garry once in each year. 
Papineau and Mackenzie réevelliona he 
stood as a staunch loyalist, bending 
every effort: toward the crushing out 
of the rebellion. It .zas chiefly as 
a reward for these service: that he 
was honored in 1839 with a knight- 
hood. 

In 1841 he took up his tour of the 
world, leaving London, England, on 
March 8 of that’ year. With canoe 
and pack horse he crossed the conti- 
nent, took ship from Fort Vancouver 
for Siberia, and reached Londor. on 
his return’ journey in exactly 19 
months, 26 days from his time of 
starting. Compared with this journey 
is the recent achlevement of John H. 
Mears in completing a tour of the 
world just uncer 36 days. 

In 1849 Sir George Simpson retired 
from activ> government of-the colony, 
leaving a local governor in charge. 

During the years from 18388 on 
there had been considerable feeilng in 
Canada that those lands in the north- 
west not actually owned by the Hud- 
son Bay Company, but held under lt- 
cense for trading, should be thrown 
open for settlement. This feeling 
reached its height shortly before the 
date when the license would come up 
A committee 

was appointed by the British Govern- 
|}ment to investigate. Sir. George 
{fought the application to permit set- 
tlement of the lands with all his old 
l time vigor. He was the _ principal 
witness before the committee and as- 
sured that body that nothing could 
be grown in the West. He described 
how, even in the summer the earth 
was froze but a foot beneath the sur- 
face.

Advantages of Mixed Farming 

Th» Prince Albert district of Sas- 
katchewan leads the prairie west us 
a mixed farming cuuntry. The Sas- 
katchewan Agricultural Sredits Com- 
mission finds that the farms in the 
Prince’ Albert district are much less 
mortgaged than the farms in the sec- 
tions wher? grain growing alone is 
practiced. Is there a connection be- 
tween ‘he two facts? The commis- 
sion was satisficd that there was, 
and business men in the west aro 
certain of it. The commission found 
that under mixed farming conditions 
not only were individual Mabilities 


curable, and cn better terms, than in 
the grain districts. The mixed farm- 
ers have been meeting their obliga- 
tie*s more prom,tly and satisfact- 
orily. They have, apparently, been 
relying more cn their own resources 
and less on their ability to obtain 
credits. Vhen a scarcity of capital 
hit the country, they were in better 
condition to meet the stringency. The 
credit situation as It has developed 
this ‘ummer in, the west may, there- 
fore, be regardcd as a strong encour- 
agement toward a more diversified 
farming. 

Agricultural experts who nave made 
a close survey of the prairie farming 
areas, state that mixed farming is 
spreading rapidly. ‘This is a natural 
and inevitable thing. Some of the 
banks have made a staple policy of 
encouraging farmer customeisr: to di- 
versity their farming enterprises, so0 
as to assure themselves oi a fairly 
continuous income. This is the only 
way in which obligations can be sys- 
tematically reduced. A pollcy of bor- 
rowing from crop to crop is an expen- 
sive one, and in times when credits 
are restricted is a high road to trou- 
ble. To rely on the banks entirely is 
to lean on a support capable of much 
variation. If the Saskatchewan 
commission: could present statistics 
showing thi.t mixed fari‘ing confers 
very beneficial advantages in financ- 
ing, as it undoubtedly dow. in farm 
earnings, it would help forward 
movement intimately cffecting 
solid development of the west.
